11. A color modulator comprising: 

a substrate; 

alternating layers of eleafrodes and dielectric materials, wherein voltages applied 
to said electrodes are openfole to filter an incident white light beam into a light beam 
sequentially comprised pf each of three primary colors. 

1 2. The color modulator of Claim 1 1 , wherein said dielectric material are selected from the 
group consisting of, LiN60 3 , LiTa0 3 , NH4H2PO4, KH 2 P0 4 , and CdTe. 

13. The color modulator of Claim 1 1, said electrodes formed of Indium Tin Oxide.
